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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/510,051 
filed on May 10, 2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on October 1, 2004 has been 
considered. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the implied term 
"Disclosed" and the claim phrase "said" should be deleted. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "graduated 
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toothing" in claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The pinions having graduated toothing is not disclosed and 
supported by the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Petersen ('901). Petersen discloses an apparatus/method for milling material having a 
drive unit with a body of revolution turning about an horizontal axis and having at its 
circumference a gear rim (15), the drive unit comprising a gear train with driven pinions 
(25) engaging the gear rim with the drive unit arranged underneath (Figure 3) and at a 
side of the body of revolution (motor extends to side opposite pinion side from under 
body which is perpendicular to horizontal lengthwise axis) so the pinions engage the 
gear rim at an angle between 25 and 90 degrees downward from the horizontal. The 
drive unit has a pair of pinions (25) engaging directly in succession with the gear rim 
and set off from each other (via 26) in relation to the lengthwise axis. The drive unit Is 
arranged perpendiculary underneath the body of revolution and the pinions are 
arranged symmetrically to the vertical axis of the body of revolution and also forming 
bearing support for the body (column 4, line 16-17, Petersen discloses that anti-tilting 
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bearings are not needed because of the structure of the pinions to the drum). The 
pinions have successive/continuous toothing. A drive motor (28) which is flanged to the 
drive gear train (via 29) across a coupling (via 30) with the axis of the drive unit (via 27) 
running parallel to the axis of rotation of the body when the drive pinions engage the 
gear rim. The gear rim Is in the fonn of a hollow cylinder (10) used in a grinding ball mill 
(column 1). Petersen discloses that the drive unit can be used with ball and other mills 
(column 1 , lines 4-5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
